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REMARKS 

Favorable reconsideration of the subject application is respectfully 
requested in view of the amendments above and comments below. 

Claims 1-5, 7-14, 16-18 and 20-23 are pending in the subject application. 

Claims 1, 2, 9, 10, 11, 14, 16, 20, and 21 have been amended to more 
specifically define the claimed invention, and previously canceled claim 19 now 
appears as new claim 24. In particular, the claims have been amended to clarify 
that the detected protein is either the native form of the protein or the intact 
modified form of the protein. Claims 2 and 16 have been amended to provide 
proper Markush claim language. No new matter is added by these amendments 
to the claims. 

It is respectfully submitted that the amendments to claims 9, 10, 11, and 
21 render the objections to claims 9, 10, 11, 14, and 21 moot. 

It is also respectfully amended that the amendments to claims 1,2, 12 and 
16 render the rejection of claims 1-5, 7-14, 16-18 and 20-23 moot. 

Accordingly, it is respectfully submitted that the subject application is in 
condition for allowance, an early notification thereof being earnestly solicited.
